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TO  THE  TRADE 


We  have  been  growing  strawberry  plants 
for  tbe  trade  for  31  years.  The  crop  of 
plants  in  the  spring  of  1918  was  probably 
the  shortest  crop  throughout  the  United 
States  that  was  ever  known.  Will  say  that 
the  crop  of  plants  at  the  present  time 
is  little  better  than  a year  ago.  To  be- 
gin with  the  acreage  planted  was  short. 
Lack  of  help  at  the  proper  time,  was  the 
main  cause.  The  entire  growing  season  has 
been  a season  of  extremes.  The  weather 
in  the  east  has  been  so  wet  plants  have  not 
done  well.  In  all  western  sections  the 
weather  has  been  too  dry.  These  conditions 
added  to  a short  acreage  and  higher  wages 
could  not  help  but  increase  the  price  of 
plants.  We  planted  about  fifty  acres  which 
is  less  than  we  usually  plant.  We  had  late 
rains  enough  to  guarantee  the  quality.  We 
probably  grow  more  everbearing  strawber- 
ries than  any  other  plant  grower  in  all  wes- 
tern and  central  sections.  Everbearing 
strawberries  have  come  to  stay  and  every- 
one who  has  a garden  must  have  some  ever 
bearers.  If  I were  confined  to  any  single 
variety  for  home  use,  I would  plant  Pro- 
gressive and  if  any  single  variety  for  mar- 
ket I would  plant  Superb.  Primarily  a nur- 
serman’s  business  should  be  to  supply  his 
customers  with  good  plants  of  those  varie- 
ties that  can  be  grown  successfully.  There- 
fore with  that  object  in  view  I have  con- 
fined myself  to  growing  a few  varieties,  that 
I know  will  give  satisfaction.  A long  list  of 
varieties  of  doubtful  value  are  a detriment 
to  any  nursery;  confuse  the  planter,  and  in 
the  long  run,  are  loss  to  every  one  concern- 
ed. Hence,  the  reason  we  have  cut  our 
number  of  varieties  short.
